Poet  Lives  Anew 

Actors,  Audience  Enjoy 
Staging  of  'Evening's  Frol

An  imaginative,  dramatic  ap¬ 
proach  combined  with  warm 
rapport  within  the  cast  provid¬ 
ed  memorable  entertainment 
Monday  night  at  “An  Even- 
ng’s  Frost.” 

The  production  of  the  Univer¬ 
sity  of  Michigan  Professional 
Theatre  Program  effectively 
combined  drama,  symbolic  set¬ 
ting,  changes  in  lighting,  and 
music  to  produce  moods  to  fit 
the  varied  poems. 

Frost  was  brought  to  life 
from  the  sterile  pages  of  the 
literature  books  as  a  poet  and 
a  philosopher.  Will  Geer  as  the 
Elder  Frost;  Jack  Davidson, 
the  younger  Frost;  Annie  Gee 
Byrd,  the  Woman,  and  Thom¬ 
as  Coley,  Narrator,  revealed 
Frost’s  banter,  his  unhappi¬ 
ness,  and  his  interest  in  the 
things  that  surrounded  him. 

Lines  from  familiar 
poems  achieved  new  mean¬ 
ing  and  significance  as  did 
those  from  unfamiliar 
poems  when  they  were 
chronologically  placed 
with  the  background  of 
Frost’s  philosophy  taken 
from  his  letters  and  ^con¬ 
versation. 

Such  excerpts  from  his  phil¬ 
osophical  guidelines  as 
Poems  should  begin  in  delight 
and  end  in  wisdom  —  like  a 
love-affair,”  and  “I  am  ambi¬ 
tious  —  1  only  use  words  I 
hear  in  running  speech,”  add¬ 
ed  much  meaning  to  the  inter¬ 
pretation  of  his  works. 

One  of  file  most  popular  pre¬ 
sentations  of  the  evening  was 
the  humorous  and  eerie  “The 
Witch  of  Coos,”  with  Miss  Byrd' 
playing  the  witch  and  Jack  Da¬ 
vidson  as  her  weird  son.  The 
enactment  of  “Home  Burial” 
evoked  contrasting  thoughts  on 
man’s  attitude  toward  death. 

The  actors  pointed  out 
the  irony  of  the  discovery 
of  Frost's  poetry.  A  few 
months  before  the  publish¬ 
ing  of  his  first  book  in  Eng¬ 
land  and  his  achieving  of 
public  recognition,  he  had 
been  judged  as  writing 
“plain  American  verse  — 
too  plain  for  American  edi-.. 
tors.”  Thus  it  was  that  the 
“most  American  of  poets” 
was  discovered  in  anothcY 
country. 


Despite  his  receiving! 
itzer  Prizes,  Frost  rcm| 
questioning,  somctinJ 
pressed  individual.  Parfl 
depression  was  cause! 
deaths  in  his  family,  jnJ 
his  wife’s.  Long  before  1 
death,  Frost  wrote  hil 
epitaph:  '  !  hat!  a  lover' J 
rel  with  the  world."

A  300-mile  trip  on  a  Civil 
War  sidewheel  steamer  and  a 
ride  on  an  elephant  were  only 
two  of  the  many  unusual  ex¬ 
periences  Everett  W.  Brown, 
NWMSC  Field  Service  director, 
and  a  group  study  exchange 
team  encountered  on  their  re- 
ccnl  tour  of  India. 

The  team  included  Andrew 
Adam,  Stewartsville;  Wayne 
Thomson,  Lawson;  Keith  Eu- 
linger  Jr.,  Tarkio;  James  Tee- 
garden,  Gallatin;  Terry  Dolan, 
Tx-enton;  Dale  Flowers,  St.  Jo¬ 
seph,  and  Mr.  Brown,  their 
leader. 

The  trip,  financed  by  Ro¬ 
tary  International,  Chicago, 
was  an  exchange  between 
District  603,  Northwest  Mis¬ 
souri,  and  District  325, 
which  included  the  coun¬ 
tries  of  India,  Burma,  Ne¬ 
pal  and  East  Pakistan.

standing  between  the  two  Ro- 
tarian  districts. 

When  asked  his  general  view 
of  India,  Mr.  Brown  replied, 
“i  was  impressed  with  India 
as  a  country  of  great  contrast 
between  the  very  wealthy  and 
the  very  poor.  The  average  in¬ 
come  is  $80  a  year.” 

Mr.  Brown  observed  that 
there  has  been  a  tremen- 
'  dous  growth  in  upper  sec¬ 
ondary  schools  and  univer¬ 
sities  since  1961;  although, 
the  240  different  dialects 
spoken  there  have  been  a 
hindrance  to  such  growth. 
CARE,  Protestant  and  Catho¬ 
lic  missionaries,  and  Ameri¬ 
can  AID  ‘  programs  are  very 
much  in  evidence  in  India. 
They  are  providing  the  80% 
farming  population  with  agri¬ 
cultural  aids  and  advisors  so 
that  the  Indians  may  one  day 
become  self-sufficient  people. 

Starvation  and  drought  is  evi¬ 
dent  throughout  the  Indian 
state  of  Bihar.  A  ration  of  only 
8  ounces  of  ground  milo  and 
soybeans  is  allowed  per  person 
daily. 

‘‘United  States’  aid,”  Mr. 
Brown  observed,”  is  more 
than  appreciated  there.” 

Mr.  Brown  related  that  his 
most  unusual  experience  con¬ 
sisted  of  meeting  the  various 
government  officials  which  in¬ 
cluded  governors,  justices  of 
the  high  court,  and  King  Ma 
hendx-a  of  Nepal,  who  himself 
is  a  Rotarian. 

Returning  to  the  United 
States  by  way  of  Lebanon, 
Cairo,  and  Europe,  the  team 
completed  a  round-the-world 
tour.

Dialogue  Hears  Pros,  Cons 
Of  Religious  Emphasis  Week 

Members  of  Dialogue  met  recently  with  Mrs.  Virginia 
DeMarce,  the  Rev.  Ray  Gass,  and  Dr.  Kenneth  Minter  to 
discuss  Religious  Emphasis  Week. 

Mrs.  DeMarce  disapproved  of  the  method  in  which  the 
assemblies  were  conducted,  stressing  that  she  believed  the 
assemblies  approached  a  .“church  service”  atmosphere. 
She  questioned  the  borderline  constitutionality  of  the  dis¬ 
missal  of  classes  so  that  students  might  attend  the  meet¬ 
ings. 

Mrs.  DeMarce  also  stated  she  believed  the  rights  of  the 
minority  had  not  been  considered  in  the  planning  of  Re¬ 
ligious  Emphasis  Week.  She  suggested  a  public  discussion 
and  an  over-all  theme  might  be  more  effective. 

In  reply,  Dr.  Minter  said  he  had  received  comments  and 
suggestions  concerning  the  assemblies,  but  he  had  not  re- 
.  ceived  any  other  objections  to  the  program  as  it  had  been 
in  the  past.  He  added  that  the  committees  for  Religious 
Emphasis  Week  consisted  of  voluntary  representatives 
from  the  various  organizations  on  campus.  He  said  that 
Religious  Emphasis  Week  would  continue,  but  ideas  pre¬ 
sented  in  the  discussion  would  be  considered  within  the 
committees. 

The  Rev.  Gass  believes  there  is  definitely  an  obligation 
to  the  individual  in  planning  the  sessions.  He  also  stated 
that  aspects  of  various  religions  should  be  discussed.
